Many Varieties Made 

In addition to some 740 feder- 
ally inspected industrial produ- 
cers, there are an estimated 20,000 
minor cheese makers in Brazil. 
Altogether, they put out about 35 

rieties of the product.

The enterprise is run by Hans 
Egon Max Schwarser, business 
director, and Hans Hessler, tech- 
nical director. Of the 80 techni- 
cians working in the plant, 30 are 
Brazilian, but the firm’s policy is 
to replace the experts that were 
brought over from Germany with 
Brazilians as soon as the latter 
have been trained in production 
methods.
